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PREFACE 


Mr,  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen,  • , 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  public  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1970. 

During  1970  further  progress  was  made  with  our  Slum  Clearcxnce 
programme  and  a start  was  made  with  General  Improvement  Areas.  The 
latter  is  a time  consuming  exercise  and  involves  considerable  prel- 
iminauTy  investigations  and  surveys.  However,  I am  sure  the  results 
will  be  v/orth  while  as  many  of  our  older  properties  are  capable  of 
improvement  and  still  have  a useful  life.  It  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  the,  majority  of  residents  have  no  desire  to  move  from  their 
present  locality. 

The  population  of  the  district  has  further  increased  especially 
in  the  southern  half  of  the  area.  It  is  mentioned  in  the  body  of 
the  report  that  private  house  building  during  the  year  numbered  328, 
Industrial  grov/th  continues  with  expansions  to  some  of  our  existing 
factories  and  interest  shown  in  further  industry  to  come. 

All  this  adds  up  to  prosperity  on  the  one  hand  and  the  need  for 
basic  services  on  the  other.  I am  sad  that  despite  considerable 
expense  of  time  and  money  on  the  part  of  the  District  Council  the 
Coimcil  are  still  without  the  proposed  new  comprehensive  sewage 
works  which  is  essential  for  the  public  health  of  the  district. 

The  present  sewage  works  at  Miskin  is  overloaded  and  any  steps  that 
can  be  taken  to  expedite  the  new  scheme  will  bo  in  the  interests  of 
the  people  of  the  district. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  scheme  continues  to  flourish  and  I am  grateful 
to  the  Members  of  the  W.R.V.S,  for  their  stalwart  support  throughout 
the  year. 

The  Ty  Dawel  scheme  of  flats  for  the  elderly  has  now  been  in 
operation  for  one  year  and  has  proved  very  successful.  Plans  are  in 
hand  for  further  schemes  of  purpose  built  accommodation  with  warden 
service  for  the  elderly  to  be  erected  at  Talbot  Green  and  Beddau, 

Preliminary  investigations  about  the  erection  of  Day  Centres  for 
the  Aged  are  now  in  hand.  In  December  of  this  year  the  Council 
appointed  a deputation  to  visit  St.  Mary's  Centre  for  the  Aged  at 
Aberdare  and  St.  Nazareth  House,  Rhondda,  The  erection  of  Day 
Centres  v/ill  take  time  to  roach  fruition,  but  a start  has  been  made.
